“There was an awful roar. 
Everything turned black, just as 
black as night." Charles M. Tem­ 
ple, 52. of Fairless Hills said to­ 
day in. describing yesterday’s ex­ 
plosion at Thiokol Chemical Cor­ 
poration. 


The blast sent him to the hos­ 
pital, killed his foreman and ser­ 
iously injured another workman 
A vacuum dust evacuator pipe, 
used since the Hunter-Bristol Pow­ 
der Co. manufactured munitions 
during World War II had blown up. 
The six-inch pipe is attached to 


the rear of building IO, an old 
ordinance shed located in the 
rear (rf the Thiokol plant on New- 
portville-Fallsington Road. across 
from Levittown Fire Co. No. 2, 
Bristol Township. The pipe runs 
the length of the 70-foot building, 
across an open space about 200 
feet to nearby Building No. 9. 
Temple and the foreman. Jo­ 
seph A. Baehser, 40, of 812 Key­ 
stone St.. Croydon, and Francis J. 
Caulfield, 34, of Oxmead and Dea­ 
con Roads, Burlington, N.J., had 
been building wooden platforms 
as extensions out from Building 
IO since Sunday.

He said he later 
told police that was "a fabrica­ 
tion — that the hammer in ques­ 
tion was not even in the house 
at the time because a friend had 
borrowed it."

Japan: Key 
To Anti-Red 
Strategy

TOKYO — Feb. 2 — (Delayed) — Japan is 
the real key to America’s anti-Communist strat­ 
egy in Asia, high U.S. diplomatic and military 
officials emphasized today. 
The officials declined to be quoted by name. 
But they told a group of United States editors 
concluding a global study mission that Japan 
plays important military, economic and ideologi­ 
cal roles. 


Japan is important militarily, they said* be­ 
cause it provides bases for highly mobile U.S. 
forces that are able to quickly deploy in South­ 
east Asia, along Red China’s borders. 
Without these bases, the officials said U.S. 
forces would have to be stationed on American- 
held islands far away in the Pacific. 


Japan also contributes economically, both dip­ 
lomatic and military officials said, because its 
highly developed industry is almost completely 
committed to the non-communistic world. 
From the ideological viewpoint, they pointed 
out, Japan is vitally important because its 
economic progress shows other Asian nations 
that the prosperity they desire can be obtained 
through free enterprise and democracy.

Challenges Antagonist To Visit U. S. 
Bobby Kennedy’s Temper Flares 
In Session With Leftist Leaders 


TOKYO (UPI)—Attorney Gen­ 
eral Robert F. Kennedy's Irish 
temper flared in a heated dis­ 
cussion with leaders of the leftist 
Sohyo labor federation today and 
he accused them of using a 
double standard in judging the 
United 
States 
and 
Communist 
countries. 
“You have a complete miscon­ 
ception of what kind of govern­ 
ment and what kind of people we 
are," Kennedy said. 
He invited his main antagonist, 
Akira Iwai, secretary general of 
Sohyo, to visit tile United States 
this spring. 
Iwai hesitated in his reply and 
Kennedy pressed him, “Will you 
come this spring?" 
Iwai explained be was leaving 
for Europe Saturday. Kennedy 
urged him to come afterward. 
Iwai still did not reply directly 
and switched to another subject 
Robert Kennedy 


but Kennedy would not let him 
off the hook. 
’We’re not forgetting this mat­ 
ter,” the 36-year-old attorney gen­ 
eral said. “You must come.’’ 
Kennedy met the labor leaders 
at a round-table discussion and 
on the whole it was a rather 
friendly session. 
The heated part came when 
Kennedy asked the Sohyo leaders 
if they supported the Socialist 
party's statement that Americans 
are a “group (rf imperialists.” 
Raises Voice 
“Is that the belief of Sohyo?" 
Kennedy said, raising his voice 
considerably and shaking his fin­ 
ger at Iwai. 
Iwai said that the way Sohyo 
saw it, imperialism meant "mon­ 
opolist capitalists" and not neces­

Japan, Okinawa, Korea and Taiwan (Formosa) 
are all embraced in the far-Ilung military sector. 


One of our highest military people said there 
are three reasons why America must keep its 
forces here — strong and ready. 


The first, of course, is that the Reds occupy 
much of the mainland of Asia and represent the 
source of opposition to those peoples allied with 
the U.S. 
The second reason is to keep the Communists 
constantly reminded of our military capabilities 
and to be ready to use this military strength 
should the need arise. 
The third and equally important reason is that 
since these small allied nations are unable to 
defend themselves, they need evidence of our 
military might as a reminder that America is 
their ally. 


The official said our military in this far-off 
part of the globe — Army, Air Force, Navy and 
Marines — is highly mobile and flexible. 
He insisted that the capabilities are sufficient 
to meet any situation that might develop any­ 
where in this part of the world. 
He said the military establishment here is con­ 
stantly prepared for brush-fire wars, but at the 
same time it always maintains a “general war’’ 
posture. 
There is a good climate of cooperation between 
the U.S. and Japan in the maintenance of the 
military, the official said.

Ours, however, is much larger 
and our equipment is more sophisticated. Yet, 
in a sense, we complement their facilities, the 
official said. The Japs provide a labor force and 
logistics much cheaper than the U.S. could pro­ 
vide them. 


As far as Japan’s economy is concerned, said a 
high embassy official, it is one of the most ex­ 
plosive in the world. 
And, he revealed, it is growing faster than any 
other in the world. During the past decade it has 
expanded at the rate of nine per cent annually. 


The economy is dependent nearly entirely on 
foreign trade and this vigorous country is more 
dependent on its relations with the United States 
than with any other country. 
The official went on to point out that since 
Japan is very poor in natural resources, it must 
import nearly everything — raw materials, food­ 
stuffs, etc. 
At the same time, because of this expanding 
economy reflectihg itself in new factories, new 
business building, new homes and a constantly in­ 
creasing standard of living, Japan exports only 
IO per cent of its total product. 


Japan is America’s biggest customer. We buy 
25 per cent of all of her exports. At the same time 
we sell to Japan 30 per cent of all of her imports. 


Putting it another way, one of the embassy of­ 
ficials said, Japan buys from four to five dollars 
worth of goods from the U.S. for every three to 
four dollars worth they sell to us. 
Naturally, the Tokyo government is somewhat 
jittery over President Kennedy’s program for 
new trade legislation and is watching develop­ 
ments with much anxiety, as are the leading 
business and manufacturing interests. 


What America does in commercial policy has 
great significance in this part of the world. 


All of the new so-called democracies of the 
Far East — India, Burma, Thailand, Taiwan, 
among others — are aspiring to economic pro­ 
gress through Socialist government-planned and 
operated “programs.” 


They talk about free enterprise. But the fact is, 
government is in full command of the economy. 
How much progress will be made remains to be 
seen. How well the “democracies” stand up under 
pressure — both internal and external — is a mat­ 
ter for conjecture. 
Here is where Japan is the striking example 
of a democracy whose government does the gov­ 
erning, if sometimes badly, and allows enter­ 
prise to have full rein. 
The results in terms of national prosperity have 
been astonishing. 
It could be that other Asian nations are looking 
this way and considering what is happening in 
a country where government Socialism is dis­ 
cussed only among a relative handful of screw­ 
balls. It’s free enterprise here — all the way. 
Ideologically, whatever the occasional loud 
noises of the leftists here, the fact is that the 
Japanese hate Russia and everything commun­ 
ism stands for. This is more than a historic 
hatred. Here again the religious and cultural 
backgrounds, together with the inherent indi­ 
vidualism of the Japanese are basic factors.

Secretly Married 
Dick had secretly married Nan­ 
cy Sullivan, 19 at the time, three 
days before he was 
listed as 
AWOL by Army authorities at 
Fort Dix, Aug. I. Two weeks later 
the couple informed Mrs. Sulli­ 
van, 43. of the marriage. 
After his arrest, the young de­ 
serter, 19 at the time, told police 
that he murdered his attractive 
mother-in-law because she nag­ 
ged him when his stories about 
his Army status began to conflict 
Following his marriage to Nan­ 
cy. Dick had lived for the most 
part at the Sullivan home on 
Hillside Ave. 
He was described by neighbors 
as "a fine, soft-spoken young man 
whom everyone liked." 
Dragged Body late Cellar 
Dick had fled from the home 
after he struck Mrs. 
Sullivan 
about 20 times with 
the claw 
hammer. He dragged her body 
down into the cellar of the home. 
Then he changed his bloodstain­ 
ed clothes. 
Police spent an all-night search, 
aided by bloodhounds, but couldn't 
track Dick to his exact where­ 
abouts because of the heavy rain 
that had fallen, 
The next morning he was found 
walking along RichUeu Road less 
than a mile from the Kent of 
the murder.

Bids Open 


The state will accept bids on 
$40 million worth of additional 
construction 
on 
Hie 
Delaware 
Expressway now under construc­ 
tion in Ben salem Township, it 
was announced yesterday, 
S. C. Weikert district highway 
engineer, said that the work on 
the superhighway would supple­ 
ment almost $20 million worth of 
construction already under way 
in Bucks, Delaware and Philadel 
phia Counties. 
The Expressway, part of Inter­ 
state Route 95, will sweep south 
from Morrisville across L o w e r 
Bucks County and down along the 
Philadelphia waterfront. It will 
swing across South Philadelphia 
and extend into Delaware County. 
More than half of the proposed 
166 miles of superhighways in the 
district have already been com­ 
pleted, Weikert said. He spoke 
to members of the Highway In­ 
formation Association. 


a member of the Middletown plan­ 
ning commission, the new pro­ 
posed route is planned by the 
state highway department to run 
from Scudder Falls bridge and 
connect to the proposed eastern 
leg of the superhighway just west 
of Oxford Valley Road. 
At Oxford Valley Road there is 
planned an interchange for the 
northbound four-lane connection to 
the bridge, he said. 
The planned link would pass 
northbound through 
the upper 
part of Middletown Township and 
through Lower Makefield Town­ 
ship. 
Nothing Final 
Styer said the county planning 
commission 
director, 
Franklin 
Woods, showed those attending the 
meeting a state highway depart­ 
ment map indicating the route, 
but reported there is nothing final 
about the plans. 
Styer said the proposed route 
has not been named yet. He said 
indications were that the new 
plans for the Scudder Falls con­ 
nection may postpone start of con­ 
struction on the super highway ex­ 
tension from this year to next. 
No timetable for start or com­ 
pletion of the Scudder Falls con­ 
nection was mentioned, Styer said. 
He said it could be built after 
or concurrently with construction 
of the super extension to Morris­ 
ville 
Middletown Township officials 
objected to the route, Slyer said, 
because as indicated on the map 
it would cut off parts (rf Middle­ 
town from Lower Makefield. 
"It would force northern Mid­ 
dletown Township residents to go 
south to Route I and then east 
before they could get to Make* 
field," Styer said. 
He said Woods indicated the ob­ 
jections were valid ones. 
Expressway Connection 
The new route could be used as 
a connection to the Delaware Ex­ 
pressway if it is going to traverse 
Middletown, Styer said. 
The Expressway p l a n s are 
known only ae far as the Del- 
haas High School area north of 
Route 13, but whether the route 
will run north or east from there 
has not been disclosed by the 
highway department. 
Even if the Scudder Falls con­ 
nection does not provide a hookup 
for the Expressway, it will still 
provide a needed highway to con­ 
nect to the bridge on the Penn­ 
sylvania side and create a valu­ 
able bypass to Trenton, Styer 
said.

Put Covers On Pipe Uae 
They were putting covers on die 
pipe line that extended about two 
feet out from the building. Temple 
said they had unbolted flanges 
that held the pipe off the ground 
and had already taken out smaller 
feeder pipes that led from the 
main pipe to inside the budding. 
Murphy and Scott were supposed 
to seal the flanges and seal them 
onto the pipe. 
All of the men had worked 
around the p i p e many times. 
Baehser, Caulfield and Temple 
had placed a wooden platform ex­ 
tension over it at the far end of 
the building on Sunday. 
"It had been hit and banged 
and a tree fell on it once during 
a storm. None of us had any idea 
that anything could go wrong," 
Temple said. 
The men had built a large, 
square wooden frame with legs to 
which would be nailed wooden 
flooring to make the platform ex­ 
tension. 
Working On Frame 
Temple said the front legs were 
between the pipe and the budd­ 
ing, a two-foot space. A large door 
to the shed was above than. 

"Joe was inside 
the square frame, at the edge of 
the door. Frank was five feet from 
the pipe, outside the frame at the 
left end. I was on the right end. 
outside the frame. We were going 
to push the frame against the 
building to see if the legs were 
long enough. We were chocking 
the frame for height. We could 
lear a motor that supplied power 
for the welding apparatus, but I 
don’t think anyone was working on 
bai pipe. I don’t remember wttbth. 
er I was facing the pipe or had 
my side to it. Joe was making 
room to place a block under a lag. 
As far as I know, Joe wasn’t 
touching anything." 
Mrs. Temple said she was clean­ 
ing bouse at about 8:40 a m , She 
said. "I hoard a noise. Right off 
the bat, I thought it was from the 
Thiokol plant. A few minutes 
later, a friend called to tell me 
there had been an explosion. I 
went about my work, hoping my 
husband had not been in it. Later. 
the hospital called to tell me 
Charles had been hurt." 
Beard Weal Flying 
Temple explained, "There was 
an awful roar. Everything turned 
black, just as black as night. I 
felt myself on the ground. As I 
was trying to get to my feet, a 
board or something came flying 
paat. When I got up, my pants 
ware ripped. I was about five 
feet from the pipe.’’ 
"I didn’t recognize Joe when I 
opened my eyes. He was in 
trak of me, about 15 or 20 feet 
away from the pipe . . . one foot 
. . he caught a lot of it in the 
stomach. I saw blood across his 
stomach. One foot was gone. I was 
in a daze. He didn t look alive. 
His body was all together, just 
the foot." 
‘His Foot Was OH* 
"Frank was shoved back about 
four or five feet from the pipe. 
He was on the ground uncon­ 
scious. He came to before toe 
ambulance got there. There was 
blood all over his face and his 
foot was off. I couldn’t see all of 
his body." 
"Scott 
was walking 
around. 
Murphy was either shoved or he 
walked to the truck he had driv­ 
en down. I crawled or walked 
away and told someone to call 
the ambulance. Someone already 
had. When I got up, it was all 
over. It must have been an awful­ 
ly strong explosion." 
Murphy said he was about IO 
feet from the explosion area. He 
said he doesn t remember a thing. 
Murphy said, “One minute I was 
standing there and the next thing 
I knew, I was out, unconscious." 
Today, Thiokol safety and indus- 
tiral engineers from many com­ 
pany divisions and state inspec­ 
tors sifted the wreckage at Build­ 
ing IO, searching for an explana­ 
tion of the explosion. Since Thio­ 
kol manufacturers rocket fuel for 
the armed services, military ex­ 
perts may also join the investiga­ 
tion, a company spokesman said. 
Ne Beckets Near Scene 
The o n l y positive fact, the 
spokesman said, was that no rock­ 
et fuel or rockets were in any way 
involved or even near the scute. 
One theory is that the welding 
equipment sparked wwtfwiiffnte i 
duet or minute granules of pow­ 
der inside the old pipe, causing 
the blast. Another theory is that 
somehow B a e h s e r may have 
caused a snark with a shovel he 
may have been carrying. 
It may be months before toe 
mystery is solved.
